The Constitution of the United States de- 


clares all men have equal rights. Yet despite this 
declaration there is one body of men—one industry 


that is absolutely denied its constitutional 


rights to compensation and the right to seek com-, 
pensation through the courts. 


That industry is virtually in partnership with 


the government—yet the government can deny it 
the right to do business and at the same time, 
the right to compensation in being deprived of 
its property value. 


That industry is the Brewing Industry

The brewers voluntarily offered a share of 


their profits to the government to help meet the 
obligations of the Civil War. The gift was ac- 
cepted—and later enacted into a demand—as a 
tax. This tax was steadily increased; Today the 
government gets $1.50 of the profit made on every 
barrel of beer. That $1.50 is greater profit than 
the brewers make, yet the brewers alone hare 
financed the business and put their share of the 
profits into buildings, equipment, materials, labor 
—they pay the wages of the men and give millions 
to the farmers for the grains they need. The 
government takes out its profits—it returns the 
brewers but the right to do business. 


Now, is it fair that the government or state 


absolutely deny the brewers the right to do busi- 
ness, and at the same time, not only deny them 
compensation for their useless buildings and 
equipment, but even deny them the right to ta*e 
their plea for compensation to the Courts?

URGES STATE FORM 


A NATIONAL BANK 


TO CONVERT BONDS 


MatliEon, Wis., Feb. 21.^-The estab- 
lishment of a state national banit in 
the state capltol forrthe purpose of 
converting bonds issued by sub-divi- 
sions of the state into currency is pro- 
nosed in a bill which has been offer- 
ed in the upper house'by Senator H. C. 
Schultz of Milwaukee. He says that 
the bill had been carefully worked out 
'by the late Alderman Henry Smith of 
Milwaukee. Senator Scbultz declares 
that he believes such a measure will 
be ol the greatest benefit to the state. 
"Anyone observing on the old -Na- 
tional' t*nk notes, and on the present 
•Regional' bank notes, the inscription: 
This note is 'secured by United States 
bonds and other securities, should note 
the fact that public bonds belong to 
the ci.iss of 'other securities,' which 
are accepted a« collateral for the is- 
sue of national currency up to ninety 
percent of their face value. 
"The privilege now vested in five 


individual persons to organize a na- 
tional bank, which authorizes them to 
issue currency, might be given -to five 
persons elected by, and representing 
the state, enabling the state to con- 
vert the T»onds into currency, at the 
nominal cost now charged to the bank- 
ing corporations. 
"Tho proposed'state bank would do 
no other banking business; its sole 
function to be the conversion of bonds 
issued by the 
sub-divisions of tne 
state, to "save the ominously growing 
interact charges on their public debt.

LOCAL RED CROSS

Groups Will Take (Course of Lec- 


tures Given by Dr. Van Kirk. 


Aheut one hundred ladies gathered 
at the city hall Tuesday afternoon, to 
attend the Red Cross meeting. »«• 
Boaworth presided and .explained the 
general purposes of the Bed 
Cross 
work and invited those wishing to do 
so to juin the local chapter. She then 
introduced 'Dr. Van Kirk, who had of- 
fered .his services for a series ol lec- 
tures on the work of the first aid. Dr. 
Van Kirk read an outline of the meth- 
ods and plans of the first aid work as 
sent out by the national : association.

Is there anything in the worldjmqre 
ignoble than the jeaousy that a wife 
or husband will so soon feel of the 
other's parent, usually the mother.

'Of all'Jealousies, sex jeal- 
ousy, though the most violent, seems 
to be the least hideous because it is 
natural. 
One can understand ana
